As Survivors start their 
cancer treatment, it’s hard 
and taxing, just like when the 
light of day fades into dark¬ 
ness. As midnight comes, 
teams continue to walk the 
track, but it gets harder as 
the walking continues into 
the 6th and 7th hour and the 
night gets colder. 

This time represents 
when a cancer patient be¬ 
comes exhausted, sick, may¬ 
be not wanting to go on, pos¬ 
sibly wanting to give up.

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Gas prices staying consistent in 
Brooksville, close to national average 



Phillip Sutton of Brooksville was in town on Friday, June 8th fueling his tractor at 
Poor Bob’s. While gas prices fluctuate up and down weekly in Maysville and surrounding 
areas, prices in Brooksville have stayed consistent. 

According to a report by GasBuddy.com, average retail gasoline prices in Kentucky 
have fallen in the past week, averaging $3.42/gallon on Sunday, June 10th. This compares 
with the national average that has fallen in the last week to $3.56/gallon, according to 
gasoline price website KentuckyGasPrices.com. 

Including the change in gas prices in Kentucky during the past week, prices Sunday 
were lower than the same day one year ago and are 14.5 cents per gallon lower than a 
month ago. The national average has decreased during the last month and stands lower 
than this day one year ago. 

“While price decreases have heated up on the West Coast, such decreases are drying 
up in other areas- such as the Great Lakes,” said GasBuddy.com Senior Petroleum Analyst 
Patrick DeHaan. “While current factors still point to some falling gasoline prices in some 
areas, mainly the West Coast, oil prices haven’t continued to shed as much value in the 
past week. Prices in the past few years have bottomed out in June, we could see a similar 
situation play out this year,” DeHaan said.

CHRISTIAN CONDUCT

A man’s conduct, in Scripture, is called his ’’walk”! 
The Bible has much to say about how we walk, morally and 
spiritually. Many ’’walk after their own lusts” (II Pet. 3:3) 
and ’’walk in darkness” (John 12:35). Some even ’’walk in 
craftiness” (II Cor. 4:2) trying to lead others astray. Indeed, 
even Christian believers are sometimes careless about their 
’’walk” and so cause others to stumble. 

Every true child of God should be very careful about 
his walk, or conduct. In Eph. 2:8-10 we read that while 
believers are not saved by good works, they are saved ’’unto 
good works.” God’s grace is the root of our salvation, and 
good works are the fruit. 

Sincere believers in Christ are counted as one with 
Him, and it is expected of us that ”as Christ was raised up 
from the dead” after having died for our sins, ’’even so we 
also should walk in newness of life” (Rom. 6:4). 

Christians are exhorted in the Bible to "walk worthy 
of the Lord, unto all pleasing” (Col. 1:10), to "walk in the 
spirit" that they might not ’’fulfill the lust of the flesh” (Gal. 
5:16). They are exhorted to "walk worthy of [their] calling" 
(Eph. 4:1), to "walk in the light" (I John 1:7) and to "walk 
as children of the light" (Eph. 5:8). They are exhorted to 
"walk circumspectly, not as fools, but as wise” (Eph. 5:15), 
to "walk honestly" (Rom. 13:13), to "walk in love" (Eph. 
5:2) and to "walk by faith , not by sight” (II Cor. 5:7). 

Much more is said about the believer’s walk in the Bible, 
but never are we told that it is our ’’walk,” or conduct, that 
makes us acceptable for salvation. Our failing, stumbling 
ways could never earn salvation for us. On the contrary 
we are exhorted to walk pleasing to the Lord out of sheer 
gratitude to Him.

Howdy Folks! The rain 
showers this Monday morning 
are most welcome as all the 
tobacco crops, vegetable and 
flower gardens are in need 
of a good drink from Mother 
Nature! A chance of rain 
continues through Tuesday, 
so hopefully, everyone in 
the county will receive the 
moisture needed to sustain 
their tobacco, vegetables 
and flowers for a while. 
On Thursday, June 14, we 
celebrate Flag Day as well as 
the birthday of the U. S. Army! 
It was on June 14, 1777, 
that the Second Continental 
Congress passed a resolution 
to adopt the official flag 
of the United States, but 
it wasn’t until 1916 that 
President Woodrow Wilson 
issued a proclamation that 
officially established June 14 
as Flag Day. Even though an 
Act of Congress in August 
of 1949 established this date 
as National Flag Day, it is 
not a Federal holiday but 
that should not stop anyone 
from celebrating this day and 
displaying the flag proudly! 
May God bless this country 
and get her back on the right 
path! 

The path to the Recycling 
Center became well-wore 
in May as we hauled a little 
over thirty thousand pounds 
of material to the Recycling 
Center, but we still have a 
huge problem with boxes! 
Please, flatten the boxes 
before putting them into 
the recycling trailers and 
if the boxes are filled with 
recycling material, dump that 
material into the trailer and 
then flatten the box. If the 
box is filled with Styrofoam 
or plastic packing material, 
please throw that into the 
garbage before putting the 
'flattened’ box into the 
trailer. A recent trend to 
create packing material of 
paper is developing and the 
paper is perfectly okay to 
send to recycling; just put 
the packing material into the 
trailer, flatten the box and 
then put it into the trailer! For 
those of you who have young 
children, give them the job of 


flattening the smaller boxes 
such as cereal and other 
food boxes. This gives them 
something constructive to 
do (even though it seems 
destructive!) and teaches 
them the steps necessary to 
properly recycle! 

There have been a lot 
of bags of plastic bags 
in the trailers lately and 
unfortunately, these do not 
get recycled. The Recycling 
Center does not accept 
plastic bags and their final 
destination is the landfill. 
These bags need to be 
taken to the Licking Valley 
Senior Center just east of 
Brooksville where they are 
reused or to the Wal-Mart, 
Kroger or Lowe’s stores in 
Maysville where they are 
recycled. These three chain 
stores have recycling bins in 
the lobbies of their stores for 
convenient drop-off. Parent 
companies of these stores 
recycle the bags nationwide 
creating a huge volume of 
material. And because they 
are so large these companies 
have the storage facilities 
and buyers to successfully 
recycle the bags, whereas 
smaller recycling do not have 
the volume or the facilities. 

Not only did President 
Woodrow Wilson establish 
Flag Day in 1916, but he 
and his family personally 
observed Father’s Day a few 
days later, thus aiding the 
move to establish a national 
day of observance. A couple 
of quotes we ran across: 
“My father didn’t tell me 
how to live; he lived, and let 
me watch him do it; and by 
the time a man realizes that 
maybe his father was right, 
he usually has children who 
think he’s wrong”! Happy 
Father’s Day to all our 
wonderful Dads who are so 
very important in a child’s 
life! May God bless each of 
you as you set the example of 
caring for Mother Earth by 
RECYCLING, REUSING 
and REDUCING to keep 
God’s earth clean, green and 
beautiful!

Nationwide, USDA 
accepted enrollment of 3.9 


million acres bringing the 
total program enrollment to 
29.6 million acres. 

’’For more than 25 years, 
CRP has protected natural 
resources in Kentucky 
while providing economic 
and environmental benefits 
to rural communities 
throughout the state,” said 
McCauley. 'The newly 
accepted CRP offers will 
continue the CRP legacy 
by improving water and air 
quality, increasing wildlife 
habitat and preventing soil 
erosion,” he said. 

Fandowners enrolled in 
CRP receive annual rental 
payments and cost-share 
assistance to establish long¬ 


term, resource conserving 
covers on eligible farmland. 
Accepted contracts will 
become effective October 1, 
2012 . 

According to McCauley, 
during 2011, CRP acres 
reduced nitrogen losses 
from farm fields by 
623 million pounds and 
phosphorus losses by 124 
million pounds. CRP has 
also restored more than two 
million acres of wetlands 
and associated buffers and 
reduces soil erosion by more 
than 300 million tons per 
year nationwide.

KSP Safe Summer Driving Campaign 


OPERATION 

BLUE LIGHTS 



Operation B.L.U.E. 
Lights is the summer en¬ 
forcement campaign for the 
Kentucky State Police that 
began June 1 and is picking 
up speed as it sweeps across 
the state. The campaign is 
designed to bring attention 
to unsafe driving behaviors 
in an effort to offset the re¬ 
cent spike in traffic deaths on 
Kentucky roadways. 

B.L.U.E. is an acronym 
designed to remind drivers 
to focus on these driving-re¬ 
lated attributes: 

B = Basic traveling safe¬ 
ty and vehicle maintenance 

L = Lower speed in work 
zone areas 

U = Undivided attention 
on the road & look for mo¬ 
torcycles 

E = Enforcement of 
speed, DUI and occupant 
protection 

KSP Commissioner 
Rodney Brewer said the 
agency implemented this 
multi-faceted approach to 
address the increasing num¬ 
ber of fatalities on Kentucky 
roadways. KSP will utilize 
high visibility patrol in crash 
corridors and safety check 
points combined with a pub¬ 
lic awareness campaign to 
reach the motoring public. 

“We are seeing a climb in 
crashes, injuries and deaths 
on our highways and many 
of these tragedies could have 
been prevented if drivers had 
taken the necessary precau¬ 
tions,” says Brewer. 

“Distracted driving is 
the number one cause of 
crashes in Kentucky and it 
has deadly consequences,” 
says Brewer. “Our goal is 
to inform drivers about the 
importance of having a safe 
vehicle, an alert driver and 
the need for all passengers 
to take extra safety precau¬ 
tions when they get behind 


the wheel.” 

KSP has developed a 
checklist that will be dis¬ 
tributed to drivers at safety 
check points with informa¬ 
tion about getting their ve¬ 
hicles road ready for sum¬ 
mer travel. The agency also 
plans to utilize social media 
platforms to blast out safe 
driving tips. 

KSP has designed a 
‘Safe Driving Pledge’ form 
that troopers will distribute 
at festivals, fairs and com¬ 
munity forums challenging 
drivers to refrain from un¬ 
safe driving behaviors. To 
obtain a copy of the KSP 
Safe Driving Pledge, please 
follow this link http://www.

KSP Public Affairs 
Branch Commander, Lt. Da¬ 
vid Jude, says the agency 
will strategically pinpoint 
‘hot spot’ areas where crash¬ 
es are more prevalent by 
utilizing the KyOPS system 
(Kentucky’s Open Portal So¬ 
lution). 

“This state of the art data¬ 
base can pinpoint high crash 
locations by road, mile point, 
time of day, crash causation, 
human factor indicators and 


more,” says Jude. “From this 
data, we can provide each 
post with a digital imprint 
of where crashes are occur¬ 
ring, so they can specifically 
target those areas with high 
visibility enforcement” 

As of June 3, Kentucky 
has recorded 49,816 crashes 
resulting in 305 deaths and 
9,366 injuries. Of the fatal 
crashes, 253 involved mo¬ 
tor vehicles and 148 victims 
were not wearing seat belts. 

“These are not just statis¬ 
tics to us,” says Jude. “These 
are human lives. Everyday 
a family is dealing with the 
loss of a loved one due to a 
senseless, yet preventable 
highway crash.” 

Citizens can contribute 
to highway safety by report¬ 
ing erratic drivers to the Ken¬ 
tucky State Police toll-free 
at 1-800-222-5555. Callers 
will remain anonymous and 
should give a description of 
the vehicle, location, direc¬ 
tion of travel and license 
number if possible.
